KNIGHTHOOD FLOWERS AGAIN 


There is a revival of titles in Canada after a cessation 
of fourteen years. This has not roused as much com- 
meht as it might have done a year ago or two years ago. 
Not that people in general look with any greater favor 
upon the revival, but because it seems relatively unim¬ 
portant in comparison with other matters. Another rea¬ 
son for restraint seems to be that too much talk would 
breed still more talk when the session meets. And the 
public is desirous that all eloquence or protest be reserv¬ 
ed for main issues. They do not want time wasted, nor 
Hansard eaten up with a discussion of titles. 

Both Mr. Woodsworth and Mr: King have lodged pro¬ 
tests which is all that they can do or need do. Mr. King 
expresses the sentiment of many people—Westerners in 
particular—when he says “to create in Canada a social 
order based on titular distinctions,‘is unwise and incon¬ 
siderate, especially in this day of unemployment and 
distress. 

The introduction of titles into Canada at this particu¬ 
lar time, seems in questionable taste rather than a mat¬ 
ter of principle. It is as if a patient lay grievously ill,, 
and the nurse, hired to bring about recovery, was airily 
weaving garlands to deck herself. Her mind may be on 
her real business, but her conduct is scarely reassuring 
or becoming. Or it is as if one member of a family was 
in desperate financial straits, while the other instead of 
concentrating on some remedy, was out making whoopee. 
Not illegal or impossible, but just unseemly at such a 
time. 

However, it is obvious that a proportion of Canadian 
people must approve of titles. There are certain social or 
financial conditions which do breed delusions of greatness 
and call for a larger fulfilment than our modest country 
has been able to provide. Between these, and the strug¬ 
gling masses of Canadians a great gulf is fixed—a gulf 
so wide that it cannot be bridged by talk. But it has been 
suggested that the institution of titles may have some 
bearing on that famous phrase “Keeping up with the 
Joneses.”

There a re doubtless people in the district who, though 
uhable to raise the insurance money in January, will be 
eager to secure this insurance later in the year. Under 
any circumstances it is the best of investments, and if it 
receives the deserved encouragement at the start, may 
continue as successfully as the Cardston experiment. 

Cardston initiated the scheme very mqch as High River 
is doing. It is now entering its third year, with over 400 
families participating in the arrangement. After the first 
year of operation, it is said they arranged an¬ 
other open period for signers between Sept. 16 and Oct. 
15. In this way contracts must be renewed either at the 
beginning of the year or in September-October. The 
scheme has fallen into place as a form of health insur¬ 
ance renewed annually, and as a matter of course. It has 
proved not only a blessing to the families of Cardston 
but an advantage to the doctors. People who, under other 
circumstances, would postpone calling in the doctor till 
the last moment, now have no hesitancy in asking advied. 
This is not only a great advantage to the patient from 
the standpoint of recovery, but also makes easier the ef¬ 
forts of the physician. Instead of combatting an acute 
condition, he is able to treat the early stages of disease. 

There is no reason why this scheme, which has worked 
so admirably in Cardston and elsewhere, should not be an 
equal success here. The advantages are beyond question, 
and linked up with the Municipal Hospital, it should af¬ 
ford a most reasonable and effective method for safe¬ 
guarding the health of the district. 


FARM RECOVERY v 


There is an impression prevailing that the Federal 
Government at the coming session will consider schemes 
for the stabilizing of primary products of Canada. Organ¬ 
izations are meeting to recommend methods that will 
most adequately meet the needs of the phases of agricul¬ 
ture in which they are concerned. There is a general be¬ 
lief that no real remedy will be found for improving pri¬ 
ces until the price fixing powers are removed from pres¬ 
ent hands, and incorporated in the program of rehabilia- 
tion. Whether the government will have courage to at¬ 
tack powerful institutions in order to effect this remedy, 
will be learned in the next few months. 

The present erratic rise and fall of livestock prices is 
discouraging to those who obeyed the admonitions of the 
last few years and went intb mixed farming. It is said 
that, despite the encouragement of the British market, 
fewer hogs are being raised. This is because the farmer 
has no 'idea whether he will get $2.50 or $6.00 for his 
hogs when they are ready for market. The former price 
does not meet the cost. Canada is viewing with much in¬ 
terest the British attempts at farm recovery, and it is 
quite possible that something along similar lines will be 
attempted, here. Whether such a program can be applied 
to such a widespread area of such diverse interests as 
Canada, is a question. Under any circumstances, how¬ 
ever, Britain’ farm policy is likely to affect Canada from 
an export standpoint. Wjhero every encouragement is be¬ 
ing given to grow more farm produce, imports will nat¬ 
urally decrease. Canada may be reduced in quota entry 


along with other countries. For that reason any approach 
to the domestic problem of production, especially in the 
matter of livestock and livestock products should be 
along national lines. 


WHEAT ENCOURAGED 


British efforts to encourage farm crops may eventually 
have bearing on wheat. The Lethbridge Herald notes the 
efforts to assist home-grown wheat 

British wheat growers today, says the Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald, are guaranteed $1.28 4-7 cents a bushel for their pro¬ 
duct, and the bread consumers are footing the bill. "The 
subsidy is provided by a tax on every sack of flour, whe¬ 
ther milled in the Old Country or imported, which is used 
in the bread of the nation. At first this was two shillings, 
three pence per sack, but it has gradually mounted until 
it is now doubled and stands at four shillings, six pence 
per sack, or about $1.08, which seems like a fairly high 
price to pay for the sake of increasing home production. 
The figure, however, should prove to us how far the Brit¬ 
ish people are ready to go to make foreign wheat impor¬ 
tations smaller. 

Mr. Adair, agricultural editor of the Glasgow Herald, 
says that the effect of the subsidy has been that there 
has been a 30 per cent, increase in the area sown to wheat 
in England and 50 per cent in Scotland, while the yield 
per acre has bee increased. 

At a time when Canadians, and Western Canadians 
especially, are being told that they must curtail the pro¬ 
duction of their main cash crop, they may be excused if 
they have some mi sgivings over the efforts of the Brit¬ 
ish people to raise their own. bread grains.—Lethbridge 
Herald.

The case of the Stettler S.D. against 
Wall Lake S.D. in a suit for High 
School fees before Judge Mahaffey 
on Tuesday morning was decided 
against Wall Lake with costs. As 
this case is of geirerql interest, and 
as the judge's decision gives the first 
legal definition of “residence” in the 
province in regard to the payment ol 
High School fees, the judgment is 
printed in full as follows, Mr. Munru 
acting for the plaintiff and Mr. Keir 
for the defence: 

This is an action -to recover the 
sum of $36.00 for fees for tuition of 
pupils in attendance at the plaintiff’s 
school, these pupils being the child¬ 
ren of parents who were alleged to 
be not residents of the Stettler 
School District but of the defendant 
school district. 

During the months of October, No¬ 
vember and December, 1922, and 
January, February and March 1923, 
the two sons of Richard Price attend¬ 
ed the plaintiff’s school in Grades 9 
and 11 respectively. There was no 
authorization in writing from the In¬ 
spector to the defendant school dis¬ 
trict to carry on work in these grades 
During the months mentioned the 
said Richard Price occupied a rented 
furnished house within the plaintiff’s 
school district and it was alleged 
that such occupation constituted him 
a resident of the plaintiff’s district 
within the meaning of the School 
Act. 

The whole question simmers down 
to the meaning of the word “resi¬ 
dence” as used in Section 179 of the 
School Act. 

I find that the A. & E. Enc., vol. 
24, page 695, defines residence to be 
"the abiding or dwelling -.in a place 
for some continuance of time. There 
must be a settled fixed abode or in¬ 
tention to remain permanently at 
least for a time for business or other 
purposes to constitute a residence. 
Then, following that, the word “resi¬ 
dent” is defined: “A resident of a 
place is one whose place of abode is 
there and who has no present inten¬ 
tion of removing therefrom.” Halis- 
bury, vol. 23, page 371 in note (g) 
says: "The meaning of the word 
“residence” in a statute depends up¬ 
on the purpose of the enactment.” In 
the Century Dictionary the word 
“residence” is defined: (a) As the 
place where a man’s habitation is fix¬ 
ed without any present intention of 
removing it therefrom,” and (b) An 
established abode fixed for a consid¬ 
erable time whether with or without 
a present intention of ultimate re¬ 
moval.” While the meaning of the 
word “residence” or “resident” is not 
defined in {he School Act, I find that 
there is a definition in the Election 
Act w-hich more or less coincides with 
the definitions given above. “The res¬ 
idence of a person shall be the place 
in which his habitation is fixed and to 
which whenever he is absent there¬ 
from he has the intention of return¬ 
ing.” Again, “A person shall not 
lose his residence who leaves his 
home for temporary purposes.” 

In my opinion the said Price did 
.ljpt acquire a residence within the 
plaintiff’s district by renting the said 
furnished house. It was merely a mat¬ 
ter of convenience and the renting 
was done for the purpose of educat- 
ing the boys, and there was never 
any permanency about this arrange¬ 
ment, as his mceti.ion was to return 
to the farm in the spring. 

It seems to me that the intention 
of the Act and the meaning of the 
word “resident”—and ac-irdiiig to 
the English authorities the meaning 
i. determined, to some exi»u at leas’ 
hv the intention of *he Act -u ihat 
he parents of a child shat! contrib¬ 
ute to the experts? ot Its education, 
and while Price did contribute to the 
defendant school district he did noN 
contribute to the plaintiff school dis¬ 
trict.

The Searle Grain Company pre¬ 
sents an interesting summary of 
events of the past year looking for¬ 
ward hopefully to the future. It 
says: , 

“At this time last year the Contin¬ 
ent was plunged in the depths of 
world depression, yet substantial ad¬ 
vances have been made since that 
date. 

The League of Nations reports 
that general, unemployment has de¬ 
creased about 14 per cent, with a no¬ 
ticeable increase in confidence. The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics re¬ 
ports general conditions in Canada 
improved nearly 19 per cent, during 
the year. 

Wheat is approximately 50 per 
cent, higher today than a year ago, 
and the burdensome carry-over has 
been reduced at least 25 per cent. 

Another hopeful sign is that na¬ 
tions of the world recognize that 
the farmers’ buying power must be 
increased before ruch prosperity can 
come. Governments in most coun¬ 
tries are assisting farmers; toward 
recovery. All these features are 
hopeful. 

Farmers Index ' 

The Searle Farm Index of Dec. 19, 
expressing wheat in terms of what 
the farmer has to buy, show that a 
bushel of wheat had the purchasing 
power of 46 per cent, of what it had 
! in 1913-14. Wheat is 58 per cent, of 
what it was (in ’14-T4 and other 
things average 25 per cent, more 
than in that year. 

Since December of 1932, groceries 
have increased 3 per cent, but de¬ 
creases have been shown in the fol¬ 
lowing: clothing 3 per cent; house 1 
hold equipment 3 per cent; farm 
equipment 9 per cent; machinery 5 
per cent.; municipal taxes 23 per 
cent. 

World Crops 

The official preliminary wheat es¬ 
timate of Argentina has been issued 
and is 256 million compared with 236 
million bushels a year ago. Home 
requirements are around 95 nlilUon. 

The Australian w-heat crop is now 
officially estimated at 160 million 
as compared with 210 million a year 
ago. Commercial estimates of this 
year’s crop range from 140 to 152 
million ibushels. 

Beneficial rains over large areas of 
Russia early in November facilitated 
the winter’s seeding and trade advi¬ 
ces indicate an acreage in wheat and 
rye about equal to last year. 

The new Southern Hemisphere 
wheat crop is moving and being ex¬ 
ported to Europe in moderate quan¬ 
tities. A report gives the combined 
exportable surplus fori 934 as 284 
million compared to 337 million the 
preceding year or a decrease of 53" 
million. 

Conditions Affecting Price 

Continental countries are apparent¬ 
ly finding the system of subsidizing 
exports too expensive..Spot wheat in 
Paris and spot wheat in Germany is 
considerably higher than the c.i.f. of¬ 
fers to England. 

English millers will certainly do 
their utmost to use Canadian wheat 
as long as the market is unrestricted. 
A free and open market for Manito- 
bas will surely result in as big a bus¬ 
iness as is humanly possible qnder 
present conditions. The present re¬ 
duced consumption of wheat is not 
likely to continue indefinitely and 
should slowly increase. 

Minimum of Consumption 

An American authority states in 
part a s follows: “That the world at 
large had reached its minimum of 
consumption, and we have always ex¬ 
pected permanent improvement in the 
farmer’s prospects to come about 
more through increased consumption 
than decreased production. We have 
little doubt that the per capita con¬ 
sumption of flour in U.S. during the 
last five months has been as low as 
any period in the past ten years and 
any change in general conditions 
would be helpful.”

Hon. Geo. Hoadley Calls Meeting of 
All Livestock Interests for Friday 
January 12 

Southern Alberta livestock inter¬ 
ests have been called together by Hon 
George Hoadley for a meting in Ed¬ 
monton, Friday, Jan. 12. The call has 
gone forth to livestock associations, 
rural and urban municipalities, farm 
organizations, stockyards, packing 
house officials, railway representa¬ 
tives, officials of poultry federation 
and so on, in order that every possi¬ 
ble interest will be represented. 

The agenda will include such sub¬ 
jects as marketing of all livestock 
through public stockyards, national¬ 
ization of stockyards, a review of the 
services now provided by the stock- 
yards and the charges made for such, 
regulations to be imposed on packing 
houses with respect to official weigh¬ 
ing, and publication of receipts and 
prices; the present system of trading 
on the yards as compared with the 
auction system; consideration of 
freight rates on livestock and live¬ 
stock products, including all road, 
rail and ocean facilities; the necessity 
of maintaining a more even level of 
values to the producer, and the possi¬ 
bility of reducing the present spread 
between the price received by the pro 
ducer and that paid by the consumer, 
as well as the problem of livestock 
credits. 

A similar meeting, held recently in 
Manitoba,* ehdorsed a resolution fav¬ 
oring the formation of a national or¬ 
ganization for "the promotion of the 
livestock industry by giving close at¬ 
tention to the problems of the indus¬ 
try along the lines mentioned above.

Former resident of .High River, 
Vulcan and Edmonton, Henry F. 
Richardson, 62 years of age, died at 
Canfield, Ont., where he had resided 
for the last three years, according to 
word received Wednesday. 

The late Mr. Richardson came to 
the High River district and engaged 
in ranching in 1903. He later’moved 
to Vulcan, where he operated a hard¬ 
ware business for a number of years. 
Nine years ago he moved to Edmon¬ 
ton, where he resided for six years. 
He was formerly foreman of the 
Northwest Lumber Company there. ' 

He is survived by a brother, A. E. 
Richardson, Edmonton; three sons, 
Donald, Edmonton; John and Camer¬ 
on of Canfield, and his widow. Inter¬ 
ment was made at his birthplace, 
Watford, Ont. 


Total naphtha and oil deliveries to 
the larger Calgary re fineries during 
the past year were 739,089 barrels 
valued at approximately $2,365,084, 
compared with 693,394 barrels in 
1932, an increase of 45,695 barrels.

Decem¬ 
ber Imperial deliveries were ‘72,672 
barrels and Bell deliveries- 7,206 bar¬ 
rels. 

The estimated valuation of Turner 
Valley deliveries is arrived at by as¬ 
suming an average' price Of $3.20 a 
barrel throughout the past eight 
years. The figures do not take into 
account the thousands of barrels 
which were sold at the field or mar¬ 
keted through smaller refineries. 

Production figures, by months, for 
the last three years are as follows: 

Deliveries for 1931 were 1,199,424 
barrels; for 1932 were 693,394 and 
in 1933 they were 739,089 barrels.

IMPROVEMENT NOT 
WHEAT REDUCTION 


To Mr. Brownlee has been assigned 
the awkward and disagreeable task 
of arranging for ’ a reduction of 
wheat acreages in Alberta and mak¬ 
ing the farmers like it. 

Judging from letters in the news¬ 
papers and from comments made by 
our local grain growers, the proposed 
reduction in acreage Is none too fav¬ 
orably received. Some express doubts 
as to whether such a reduction can be 
brought about, but there is no doubt 
that some way or other it can be 
made 'effective, even if the process in¬ 
volves the destruetion of whatever 
surplus may be produced. 

The Observer opposes the idea 
completely. It is, we believe, the 
first time in the history of mankind 
when we have had too much of a 
good thing. Cutting down farm pro¬ 
duction is directly contrary to farm¬ 
ing psychology. More ^han .that, it is 
contrary to the efforts of the govern¬ 
ments themselves, which for years 
and years have devoted their efforts 
to tncrease and improve farm pro¬ 
ducts. Today we find these govern¬ 
ments facing in exactly the opposite 
direction and expecting the farmers 
to follow the lead thus given. It is 
asking too much of the farmers to 
expect them to fall into line readily. 

Wheat improvement would be a 
much better aim than acreage reduc¬ 
tion. 

Insistence on pure seed, weed de¬ 
struction and good farming methods 
will automatically bring about the de¬ 
sired result of- lessened production, 
hut this will lie TfTore than
